Bourbon Fiscal Court Meeting. 

The Bourbon Fiscal Court met in 
regular sessionJFriday, with Squire L. 
J. Fretwell presiding and the follow- 
ing magistrates present : E. P. Thom- 
ason, J. J. Redmon, Omer Lloyd, B. 
F. Stipp, J. T. Barlow, George K. 
Redmon. 

The report of Turnpike Supervisor 
C. F. Redmon for the month of June, 
was read, received and ordered filed 
and the following claims for repairs of 
the turnpikes were allowed and order- 
ed paid : Tho*. Maher, $41.90, same 
$88.90; E. J. Welsh, $210.42; Mike 
Fitzgerald $10.24, same $26. The sum 
of $1,000 was appropriated for all re- 
pairs on tunpikes and allowing claims 
to the amount of $957.31. The court 
adjourned to meet in regular session, 
August 4. 

Alter the business session ihe cuurt 
repaired by invitation to the plapt of 
the Baldwin Packing Company, one 
mile South of Paris the occasion being 
the grand opening of the plant which 
has been erected at an approximate 
cost of $40,000. .* 

The location of the new industry is 
at the junction of .the Ford Mill road 
and the Frankfort and Cincinnati rail- 
road and will have a capacity of UK) 
hogs and 15 head of cattle per day and 
will be ready for operation during the 
early fall and when running at full 
capacity will employ about thirty men. 

A banquet was served, plateB being 
laid for 100. The stockholders will 
meet this week for purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for mapping cut the 
scope of their operations for the en- 
suing y**ar. The refrigerating and 
cold storage department of the plant is 
divided into three sections, one room 
is at a temperature of 32 degrees one 
at 30 and one as low as zero. 

The Bourbon Fiscal Court will be 
asked by the management and farmers 
and citizens who reside in the county 
to macadamize the South end cf the 
Ford Mill road as the amount of traf- 
fic over the road will be increased four 
fold by the building of theEnew plant.

Committee, in speaking of the Art 
Department of the Appalachian Expo- 
sition to be held in Knoxville, Tenn., 
Sept. 12 to Oct. 12, said: 

“The management has granted the 
Art Committee all that has been asked 
for, and the committee is alive to giv- 
ing the people a display, the like ot 
which has never before been seen in 
the South.
